'Eminent, Devour and*LearnedPetſons,, of whom*Four 
-are accounted Saints inour Englt Kalendar ; And we 
hope thar as Providence hath refery'd a'Reformation ro 
Your Majeſty, 4fter'ſo'logg and .Deplorable xBreach , 
fo 'You will be .pleas'd to'Protet and encourage his 
'render' beginning amongſt*Us : 'For the "Winds aztd the

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You have only kindrel -feſed VVickedneſs and 
Violence to one another, which could not have been 
committed without the Breach of all Laws, and utter 
Confufion. | 

And tho” you leave the Duty towards God, to every 
Conſcience, yet you have hereby taken off the Vizard 
of Rebellion, and manifeſted to all the World, that who- 
ſoeyer henceforth takes up Arms againſt your Power, 
, muſt not pretend either Reformation or Religion, or In- 
Juſtice of the Government, as an Indulgence. | 

This, wherein your Majefty.and your Co-partners 
have the leaſt Portion ; it is, Great Prince, an'Exceſfive 
Kindneſs to. your People, 'that your Self accepts ſparing- 
ly, what upon others you ſo Bountifully beftow ; as if 
your Own Intereſt were the leaſt of your Care: And 
were the Nation United, your Own Self could be con- 
tent to be neglected. It is a long time fince that the 
Wounds of this Nation have been ftill wid'ned by Io- 
trefled Perſons, applying only Corofives. /

And your Majeſty is now, by your Majefties giving 

Warmth and Figour to theſe deſires, making: rhe whole 
Nation Witneſſes of the Sinerity of your Proceedings, 
as well as that of your Piety, Prudence, and moſt won- 
derful Example, in all Vixtue, becoming either a Prince, 
er even 2 Private Perſon, VVe hope your Subjects will 
be made more Cautious, when They ſce ſo much of an 
Excellent and Divine Spirit, ſeconded with the Power 
and Pjetyof a Prince. | 

Nor will they pretend Conſcience for Diſobedience, 

when they perceive Him, who Demands, to have better 
Conſcience than Themlelves.
